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A brief Diſcourſe of all kind of Meteors, and 
firſt .of Clavds. 


A Cloud is a vapour cold and moift, drawn vp by 

the heat of the Sun into tie middle region of 
the air, where being condenſed with cold, they are 
carried about of the wind, and are oftentimes dit- 
perſed by the ſame : touching their diſtance from 
the earth , the common opinion... is, that they are 
never above nine miles in height ; others think 
they never exceed three; and many._times they 
aſcend not above half a mile from the earth, 


Of Rain, 


Rain is nothing elſe but a cloud, which is a cold 
vapour raiſed from rhe earth and; waters into the 
middleregion of the air, and with the beat cither of 
the ſouthern wind , or any other wind of hot 
remper, doth diſſolve into water , and fo falleth in 
drops upon the earth. And here, you are to note 
that the great diſtance of the clouds from the earth, 
and the ſmall heart that diſſolves them , cauſeth 
ſmall drops; but if it be diſſolved with great heat, 
or elle be of (mall diſtance from the earth, then are 
the drops of rain the greater , and more vehement. 


Of Snow, 


Snow fs acloud congelat.2d by great cold before 
it be perfe&ly relolved from vapours into water. 
The reaſon why ſnow Tieth longer on the hills, 
than in the valleys, 15 becauſe their tops are cold, as 
being nearer to the middle region of tke air; fo

that many times it ſnows on the hills, when it 
rains 1n the valleys, 


Of Hail, 


Hail cometh of rain congelated into ice, Ort is 
a hot vapour in the middle region of the air, and 
by the cold thereof is condenſed into a cloud, 
which falling down, is by ſaddain cold of the low- 
eſt region congealed inro hail, The faſhion of 
hail is round for the moſt part, eſpecially when it 
is genera*d in the middle region of theair 3 but 
being ſquare , or three corner'd it is generated near 
the earth, The moſt uſual times of the year for 
hail, are April and Ofober, becaule then there wants 
neither hot vapours to reſiſt the cold , nor ſufficient 
cold to harden the drops of rain, from whence it 
proceedeth : Whereas in winter there wants hot 
vapours, and in ſummer the airs too hot to con- 
geal the drops cf rain as they fall down. Moreover 
hail is ſooner diſſolved into water than ſnow, 
which is, becauſe ir 15 more ſpeedily generated; and 
yet in the night time hail ſeldome falls , becauſe 
there are no hot vapoursthen to be drawn up, 


Of Frofl and Dew, 


Froft (and dew, being partly of the ſame matter) 
is a cold 2nd moiſt vapour, drawn up in the day- 
rime by the heat of the Sen into the lower region 
of theair, where, by the coldneſs of the night it is 
condenſe into water, and diſtulleth down upon the 
ezrth and if by the meang of cold it be congealed, 
it is called ir: ti, Beſjievthis common dew , there 


3re other ſorts of ſweet dews, one Find whereof is 
calked 
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called Manna, which is white like ſugar, being ge- 
nerated of thick and clammy vapours ; and this 
falleth only in the Eaſtern parts of the world, But 
as for that Manna which God rained to the Tſrae- 
lite: , it was altogether miraculous, Foſhus 5.12. 
Exod. 16. 18. 


Of the Rein-bow. 


The rain-bow is cauſed by the beams of the Sun 
ſtriking upon a hollow , thin, and moiſt cloud, 
which is always oppoſite unto the Sun , wherein 
( according to the thinneſs or thickneſs of the 
cloud) doth appear to the eye ſeveral colours , as of 
red, yellow, and green; and although the rain» 
bow have a natural cauſe, yet it is appoirted by 
Ged to be a ſign unto ns, that the werld ſhall no 
more periſh by an univerſal deluge of waters, 
Gen. 9. 14, 15. : 


. Of Thunder, 


Thunder is an exhalatien hot and dry , which 
being drawn up into the middle region of the air, 
and there incl-(ed in the body of a thick cold 
cloud (fo that the hotneſs of the exhalation cannot 
agree With the coldneſs of the place } it ſuddaivly 
breaketh out , and renteth the cloud aſunder 3 
which violent eruption maketh a noiſe like the 
renting of cloath , or the quenching of a hot iron 
in cold water , which we call thunder : yet if the 
exha'ation be ſmall , and the cloud in all places. not 
of cqual thickneſs; then it breake:h out of thoſe 
places with a kind »of huzzing only. But if the 
exhalation be great in quantity , and very hot and 
dry 
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dry in quality , andthe clouds alſo very thick and 
apt to retain it , that it%eannot eaſily eſcape out, jt 
doth ſo vehemently (hake' the clouds , that it cauſ- 
eth a terrible noiſe, rumbling like the crack of a 
great gun , eſpecially: when ir burſteth the cloud 
aſunder , and hath liberty to paſs into the open air ; 
inſomuch that the cloud being thus broken and 
diſſolved by tbe heat of the 'exhalation , 1t falleth 
downwards, and then follows (for the moſt part) a 
violent ſhower of rain. ' 


of Lightning. 


Of Lightnings there be four kinds; the firſt is 
ealled Fulgetrum 3 the fecond Cornſcatio; the third 
Fulg ur - and the fourth. Frlmen. oy” X 

I. Fulgetrum is ſaid to be that kind of lightning 
whichr is ſeen in ſummer'evenings after a hot day, 
which is generated when many thin-and hot exha- 
lations are by immoderate heat drawn up a little di- 
ſtance from the earth',* where meeting with cold, 
either of the night in the loweſt region, or elle of 
the'air in the middle region , they' are beaten back, 
and: by *the flow- motion thereof, are fet on fire, 
This: kind of lightning is ſeldom hurtful, yet ſome- 
time when it is trick2n to the earth, it blaſteth 
_ and fireth thatched houſes , with other ſmall 

urt, 

2. 'Coruſcatio is an appearance of fire, or light- 
ning, 'which may happen two manner of ways. 
Firſt , when clouds that are near the earth are en- 
famed , whoſe refle&ion appears to our ſight like 
lightning. Secondly, when clonds aſcena one a- 
bove another,and there isa kind of inflammation in 
ths -upper part of thcte Clouds, and the light thereof

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js perceived through the lower parts as though it 


ligntned 3 and this is many times without thunder, 

3. Fulgur 15 that kind of lightning that uſually 
followeth thunder ; for when the violence of the 
exhalation bezteth againſt the cloud and breaketh 
forth, it is ſet, on fire, and caſteth a great light a long 
way off, Now the reaſon why the lightning ap- 
pears before we hear the thunder , is cauſed bythe 
quickneſs of our ſight , which precedes the motion 
of the ſound unto our hearing. ; 

4. Fulmen is that kind of lightning , which is 
moſt violent and hurtfnl, which 15 generated when 
a hot exhalation is encloſed within the body of a 
thick cloud , our of which when it burſteth forth, 
it is inflamed, and fo driven forcibly upon the - 
earth , by which means it hath often done great 
miſchief , and when this lightning breaketh forth, 
it cauſeth the thunder-crack to be ſuddain, and ve- 
ry great, like the report of a musket. 


Of Earthquakes. 


When much wind is gotten into the bowels and 
concavities of the earth, and afterwards breaketh 
forth, it cauſeth the earthquake, orſhaking of the 
earthz and ſometime by the violent ecuption of the 
windy exhalation out of the exrth, it caſteth upthe 
earth-intc the air; and at other times it cauſeth the 
land fo fink. a great depth ,- (wallowing up whole 
Cities and Towns, yea, and allo great hills and 
mountains, leaving in place thereof, either great 
holes, or Lakes of water. |
